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On Saturday, March 10, 2018, Santa Teresita Hayden Child Care Center will 
be hosting its annual Hayden Memorial 5K Run & Walk. This is a family 
event, expected to draw approximately one thousand participants. The 5K 
Run & Walk will begin at 0900 hours, starting at the 1400 block of Royal 
Oaks Drive, just east of Buena Vista Street. The event will take place 
primarily on Royal Oaks Drive, and the Duarte city bike trail between Buena 
Vista Street and Vineyard Avenue. The city street closures will be the north 
and southbound lanes of Buena Vista Street from 819 Buena Vista Street, 
north to Royal Oaks Drive, and the east and westbound lanes of Royal Oaks 
Drive, from Buena Vista Street to Chimes Avenue. 


This is the Hayden Child Care Center’s tenth annual 5K Run & Walk, and no 
significant problems are expected. Responsibility for law enforcement during 
the event lies with the Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Department. 


2: MISSION 


The mission of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department will be to 
maintain law and order, while providing a safe environment during the 
Hayden Memorial 5K Run & Walk. 


cy CONCEPT OF THE OPERATON 


The Incident Commander’s intent is to maintain a safe environment during 
the Hayden Memorial 5K Run & Walk. Additionally, Sheriff's Department 
personnel and volunteers will provide traffic control at pre-designated posts 
along the course of the 5k Run & Walk, to facilitate a safe environment. The 
Incident Commander will brief personnel assigned to the event prior to 
deployment. The briefing will be held at the Church of the Latter Day Saints 
located at 1452 Royal Oaks Drive. 


Personnel assigned to traffic control posts are to ensure the safety of 
pedestrians and vehicle traffic. It is the responsibility of the assigned 
individual to report potential hazards to their supervisor so that every 
situation can be dealt with in a timely and efficient manner. Personnel who 
are assigned to a traffic post shall not leave their post until directed to do so 
by their assigned supervisor. All traffic posts will be manned no later than 
0800 hours. Buena Vista Street and Royal Oaks Drive will close to vehicle 
traffic by approximately 0700 hours. The 5K Run & Walk will begin at 0900 
hours and is expected to conclude by 1100 hours. 


In the event of a disturbance, the Incident Commander’s intent is to disperse 
the gathering and restore order in and around the site. People will not be 
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allowed to re-enter the area once they have been dispersed. Those persons 
refusing to disperse, after having been lawfully ordered to do so, shall be 
arrested. 


4. EXECUTION 


The Sheriff's Department will be providing one sergeant, and four deputies 
to provide traffic control and security for the event. The City of Duarte will 
provide the following: one Public Safety Manager, six community service 
officers, two code enforcement officers and thirty Duarte Area Resource 
Team (D.A.R.T.) members to assist, as needed, with security and traffic 
control. This deployment will remain at the location during the operating 
hours of the event. Deputies shall assemble at the staging area located at 
1452 Royal Oaks Drive prior to introduction into the venue site. 


Staging of walk participants will begin at 0800 hours in front of 819 Buena 
Vista Street. Buena Vista Street between Santa Teresita Medical Center and 
Royal Oaks Drive will be closed at 0700 hours. This closure will cause 
southbound traffic on Buena Vista Street/Orange Avenue at Royal Oaks Drive 
to be diverted westbound on Royal Oaks Drive. Northbound Buena Vista 
Street traffic from Huntington Drive will be stopped at 819 Buena Vista 
Street and directed back southbound. Royal Oaks Drive will be completely 
closed to all eastbound and westbound traffic between Buena Vista Street 
and Chimes Avenue by 0800 hours. The street closure will remain in effect 
for the duration of the event. The 5K Run & Walk is expected to conclude by 
1100 hours. 


STREET CLOSURES: 


1- Buena Vista Street, between 819 Buena Vista Street and Royal 
Oaks Drive will be closed to through traffic from 0700 hours until 
1100 hours, or when the event is concluded. 


2- Royal Oaks Drive, eastbound and westbound between Buena 
Vista Street and Chimes Avenue will be closed to through traffic 
from 0800 hours until 1100 hours, or when the event is 
concluded. After the last 5K participant has passed Royal Oaks 
Drive and Chimes Avenue, Royal Oaks Drive will re-open to 
eastbound and westbound traffic while the 5k participants finish 
the walk on the Duarte city bike trail. 


3- The following residential streets will be closed at Royal Oaks 
Drive to eastbound and westbound traffic on Royal Oaks Drive. 
Traffic will be diverted back to Huntington Drive for eastbound 
and westbound travel: 
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Junipero Drive, Cotter Avenue, Duncannon Avenue, Eastford 
Avenue, Oak Avenue, Highland Avenue, Royal Oaks Drive North, 
Miltonwood Avenue, and Chimes Avenue. 


DETOURS: Northbound Buena Vista Street traffic will be directed 
back to westbound Huntington Drive, then to Mountain 
Avenue for north and south travel. Eastbound and 
westbound Royal Oaks Drive traffic will be directed to 
Huntington Drive for east and west travel. 

THE DESIGNATED STREET CLOSURE MAY BE CLOSED SOONER, HELD 

CLOSED LONGER, OR RELEASED EARLIER DEPENDING UPON THE 

VOLUME OF PARTICIPANTS OR THE NEEDS OF THE EVENT.
